Roper Lethbridge’ to Allen's Indian 
Mail. abont education in India, and protests against the abo- 
lition of the Agra College. The Government is under the 
impression. that the natives in the North-Western Provinces do 
not appreciate high education. But it should be observed that 
it appears from Mr. Kempson’s Education Report for 187 1-72 
that in the decade ending 1870-71 only 22 students in those 
provinces passed the B. A. Examination and 4 students assed 
the M. A. Examination, ‘while last year 22 students took thé 
B. A. Degree and seven students took the M. A. Degree. 
Rence it is obvious that the number of graduates tarned out 
by the colleges in the North-Western Provinces in 1881 
exceeds the number tarned out in ten years from ‘1861 to 
1870. This shows that high education has already made 
great progress in those provinces. it. progress has ‘not 
been so rapid as it should have been, the fault Ties with the )
